DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's application filed on Nov 18, 2005. 
Claims 12-25 are pending in the present application. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claim 12 recites a telephone interpretation assistance device and limitations for 
the following: "synthesis means for synthesizing a voice signal input from the interpretee 
headset connection jacl< and a voice signal input from the conversation partner headset 
connection jack, and outputting the result to the telephone connection jack; detection 
means for detecting a selection signal for selecting any of the interpretee and the 
conversation partner from a voice signal input from the telephone connection jack; and 
switching means for switching the output destination of a voice signal input from the 
telephone connection jack to one selected by the selection signal detected by the 
detection means from the interpretee headset connection jack and the conversation 
partner headset connection jack". 



The search reveals no prior art which teaches the limitations in the context of 
the claims. Therefore, claim 12 is indicated allowable. Claims 16 and 17 are essentially 
similar to claim 12 and are indicated allowable.
